The campaign of the Cumann na 
gGaedheal candidate for South Dublin, 
Mr. Hugh Kennedy, : 
was opened yesterday, when meetings were 
held in several parts of the constituency. 
Among the speakers were President Cos- 
grate, Mr. Kennedy, Mr, E. Blythe, Mr. 
J. J. Walsh and others. 

At James's street fountain addresses were 
delivered by President CoSgrave and Mr. 


Kennedy. 
Senator Mrs. Wyse Power, who

that the candidate had such a w iter 
would sweep, at all events out 
of Dublin, any such attempts as 
made by the other side to capt 
Hie Padraig O'Maille, 00. Deputy 
Mr. adraig *Maille, .D., 
Speaker of the Dail, said that it was but 
right that they should ask what was the 
policy of Mr. O’Mullane, the other candi- 
date. for, as far as he could see, he had no 
policy at all. Some years ago Mr. O’Mullane 
tcok a passing interest in the Gaelic League, 
but he never heard of his taking any active 
irterest in the Irish Volunteer movement. 


TWO GROUNDS. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe, T.D., who first 
in Irish, said that he supported the candi- 
dature of Mr. Kennedy on two unds—on 
the personal ground and because he was the 
candidate put forward. by Cumann na 
nGaedheal. In the days that had d Mr. 
Kennedy had given help to the Government 
that was invaluable. (Hear, hear.) They 
had a difficult course to steer. Mr. Kenned 
y.> the pilot, and he steered them throngh 
ti.eir difficulties. They would need that he 
in the future when dealing with parts of the 
Treaty thet had yet to be carried into effect, 
such as the boundary question and the 
financial adjustments with Great Britain. 

It was absolutely necessary that the Irish 
people should get their rights under the 
Treaty. and it was necessary.that the Govern- 
ment should have the best constitutional ad- 
vice when these matters were being put into 
eect. No man was better qualified to look 
after these matters than was Mr. Kennedy. 

Mr. Kennedy hademade a sacrifice through 
consenting to stand for the seat, for he had 
frst claim te an appointment on the new 
Judiciary. There was, however, delicate an 
dificult work before the Government, and 
elected to remain with them. (Applause.) He 
had taken part in all the negotiations that 
had gone on with the British since the 
Treaty; he knew every turn, and knew how 
the difficult problems could best be dealt with 
in the interests of the country. 

In asking for support for Mr. Kennedy, 
Mr. Blythe said that it was that 
they should be able to borrow money to 
build houses for the workers, to develpp the 
country, and to pay the £50,000,000 for the 
damage that was done last year, and they 
could not borrow unless they had the support 
of the people, and by returning Mr. Kennedy 
the voters of South Dublin would s then 
the hands of those who had the responsibility 
for doing the work of the country, and the 
return of Mr. Kennedy by a small majority 
would seriously injure the credit of the 
country. 

A great deal of interest was centred in a. 
by-election such as that, and the result would 
have a far-reaching effect on the people who 
were able to lend the money. (Hear, hear ) 
The future of the country rested, not with 
the Government, but with the people, and no 
Government could redeem its pledges uniess 
it was backed up by the people. 


THE CANDIDATE, 


" Mr. Hugh Kennedy, K.C., who met with a 
cordial reception, said that he was proud 
that on the first occasion on which he had 
ventured to take part in public life, it was 
as a Dublin man he asked the electors to 
send him into the National Parliament to sup- 

rt the most distinguished Dublin man 
iving—President Cosgrave—({loud applause)— 
and to ask them once again to to 
endorse most emphatically—the vote of con- 
fidence passed at the general election in the 
lead he had given the country, and the 
lead he had given the city during the past 
years. (Applause.) 

They had an alternative to electing him to 
the seat—that was to elect “ O'Mullane, the 
professor from the West,” a gentleman who 
would Jeave the seat vacant; he was 
confident that they would elect one who 
would forward their interests in the Dail as 
regards housing and the general development 
of the country. (Hear, hear.) 

The present issue was a straight and a 
clean one, and it was for the pelle to decide 
whether they were going to listen to any 
more of the sham and nonsense poured out 
at the street corners or elect a representative 
who would take part in the national work 
that was to be done. (Hear, hear.) Were 
they to leave their seat vacant and join in 
the clamour. with those people who had 
nothing to offer them except destruction? 
(Hear, hear.) He was a Dublin man, and 
knew that the people would not be fooled by

Mr. George Lyons presided at the Lombard 
street (Westland row) meeting. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Postmaster-General, said 
that he was satisfied that in the Treaty they 
had got the last ounce from England. They 
had not, of course, got full] liberty. 

Even if they had waded through the blood 
of the North-Eastern people, would it have 
been a full victory or would it not be an ever- 
ee canker in their system’ Their op- 
ponents had not told them if, and how, they 
would com pel the North-East to come in. 
Would it have been a lasting peace to have 
brought them in. by war? Was it not 
best to leave it optional for them 
to come in—and it was optional 
for them to come in even pow if they wished. 

They had to facc the facts. There would 
be no peace or progress in Ireland until the 
country was united, and that unity should ke 
brought about in a fashion that would leave 
no sofes as between fellow-Irishmen. 

It was of vital importance that the people’s 
support of the Government of the country 
should be emphasised. There were several 
important problems before them. One was 
the adjustment of their financial relations 
with England. 

“We have now started housekeeping 
financially,”” said Mr. Walsh. “Our claim 
on England, as put forward by General 
Collins, is for hundreds of millions. There is, 
on the other hand, a big counter-claim against 
us. I do not know exactly what the figures 
are—nobody, 1 suppose, at the moment knows 
what they are—but ii we are not up ana 

g, and if our Government are not able 


is quite conceivable that England may pull 
the wool over our eyes, and may let us in 
for several millions a! year, which she will, 
no doubt, claim must zo towards the upkeep 
of her ury.

The body was <lothed in a 
suit, light shirt, silk socks, tan , 
and a knitted tie. The pockets contained 
Rosary beads, a watch-glass, a rimless glass, 
a tobacoo pouch, and an empty cigarette case. 
The trousers’ pockets were turned inside out 
as if they had been rifled. 

There was what red to be an entrance 
bullet wound on the temple, and the top 
of the skul] was broken, suggesting an 
wound. 

On learning of the discovery, Mr. Lemass, 
2 Capel street, the father of Noel Lemass, 
drove with his wife and members of the Civic 
Guard to. the mountain. He was able to 
identify. the remains as those of his son who 
had been missing since July 3. The body was 
taken to.the Rathmines Morgue, where an m- 
quest will be held at 6 o'clock this afternoon. 

Noel Lemass, who was 26 years of age, was 
employed .by the Dublin Corporation in the 
capacity of engineer. He took part in the 
1916 Rebellion, and was seriously wounded 
while in the General Post Office. He was 
arrested, but was released about three months 
afterwards. He continued as an active mem- 
ber of the Irish Republican Army, and when 
the split occurred he took sides with the 
anti-Treaty section. He was taken prisoner 
at the Four Courts, but subsequently escaped 
from prison and went to England. He re- 
turned to Dublin early last summer. 

An account of his disappearance was sup- 
plied to his parents by Mr. John Devine, 
Superintendent of City Cleansing, who was 
with him when he was taken away. Accord- 
ing to the statement the two men were pass- 
ing a shop nearly opposite Drury street when 
Mr. Devine was seized from behind by a low- 
sized man, who demanded who he was. He 
turned to cet a view of what was happening, 
but his glasses were pulled off by the man, 
and he was asked to go down Exchequer 
street. He did not see any other men, but 
was conscious of the fact that Mr. Lemass had 
been seized by some other man. Mr. Devine 
was then brought through a number of streets, 
but his captor said that he merely wished to 
examine his papers. When the examination 
had taken place he was asked if he knew 
many people in Dublin. Mr. Devine replied 
that, owing to the nature of his business he 
was known all over Dublin. He was told then 
to put up his papers, and to keep quiet about 
the matter. The man was armed with @ 
‘heavy black revolver.”’ 

Dragging operations were recently carried 
out in the Blessington section of the River 
Liffey, in the hope that the body would be 
recovered there. It appeared that a state- 
ment was furnished in September to the 
parents of Noel Lemass which prompted them 
to have the river searthed. 

Mr. John Lemass, a younger brother of the 
deceased man, was released from prison ‘on 
parole for a week following the report of the 
discovery of his brother’s remains.

SUICIDE OF THE HON. N. C. 
ROTHSCHILD. 


A verdict of suicide while temporarily in- 
sane was returned at the inquest on Saturday 
on the Hon. Nathaniel Charles Rothschild, 
second son of. the late Lord Rothschild, who 
on Friday was found with his throat ent in 
the bathroom at his residence, Ashton Wold, 
Northants. 

Evidence was given that the deceased had 
suffered from depression, and that on Friday 
he had locked himself into the bathroom. 

The Hon. N. C. Rothschild, who was aged 
46, was partner in the firm of N. M. Roth- 
schild, and chairman of the Alliance Assurance 
Co., Ltd. He was heir presumptive to the 
barony now held by his brother. He married 
in 1907 Rozsika, a daughter of Captain Alfred 
Edler von Wertheimstein, a Hungarian. Their 
four children include one son, Nathaniel 
Mayer Rothschild, who at the age of 15 now 
becomes heir presumptive to the barony. 

Some years ago the Hon. N. C. Rothschild 
practically rebuilt the village at his North- 
amptonshire seat to improve housing accom- 
modation.

Germany’s Dictator. 

The reaction against unbridled demo- 
cracy is gaining strength in Europe every 
day. Mussolini wields a power in Italy 
which a Borgia might have envied. In 
Spain General di Rivera’s rule is as abso- 
lute as that of the great Philip. Trotski 
governs the Russians with a firmer hand 
than Ivan the Terrible, and in practice 
M. Raymond Toincaré is the supreme 
arbiter of the destinies of France. Now 
Germany has crossed the Rubicon. Last 
Saturday, by a vote of 316 against 24, with 
seven abstensions, the Reichstag passed 
the Emergency Law which confers all the 
powers of a dictator on Herr Stresemann. 
Henceforward the German Chancellor can 
act as he chooses without reference to 
Parliament. He is quite independent 
of it, and the Reichstag itself is 
responsible for his independence. The 
Reichstag’s action obviously was a pis 
aller, A Sttesemann dictatorship certainly 
is preferable to either a dictatorship of the 
proletariat or a dictatorship of the Junker 
Party, and, if the Emergency Law had not 
been passed, one or other of these evils 
would have become almost inevitable. 
Germany is at the end of her tether. For 
nine years her people have been enduring 
extreme hardships and privations, and the 
dictatorship of Herr Stresemann may save 
them from the eulminating disaster of 
national disintegration. It is their last 
chance of civilised survival. 


The new system of prices in Germany 
has changed the whole aspect of the 
people's struggle for existence. Now every- 
thing is reckoned on a gold basis. The 
price of a loaf of bread, for instance, is, 
say, fifty pfennigs, or half a mark. Evgry 
day an official “multiplicator,” based on 
the dollar exchange, is published, and the 
multiplication of the basic price by this 
figure gives the prevailing price for the day 
in paper marks. The first result of this new 
plan has been to place everything but the 
barest necessaries of life beyond the reach 
of the vast majority of the German people. 
Prioes on an average are considerably 
higher in gold: marks than they were 
before the war, whereas the ordinary 
German worker considers himself lucky if 
he can earn four or five gold marks a 
week, At present the “ multiplicator "’ 
in Germany is, roughly, 1,000,000,000, and 
in Cologne a single cup of coffee costs one 
gold mark, or 1,000,000,000 paper marks. 
It is hardly: surprising, therefore, that 
serious food riots are reported from 
Solingen, Disseldorf, Kreuznach, Berlin, 
and even. Cologne, where hitherto the 
generosity: of the British “Tommy ” has 
done much to keep the wolf from the door, 
Taxes, also, are being placed. on a gold 
basis, and the mark, to all intents and 
purposes, has been repudiated. In other 
words,. sixty million people have. been 
pauperised by a single executive act. 

Herr, Stresemann is confronted with an 
appalling task. In the first place, he 
must break the power of Hugo Stinnes. 
This sinister figure dominates the situation 
in Germany at present. He has an iron 
in every fire, and is exercising a kind of 
dictatorship of his own in ‘business affairs. 


| His proposal to abolish the eight-hour day 


and substitute for it a day of ten hours 
has struck dismay into the hearts of the 
German workers, who are convinced that 
he is working- hand and glove with the 
French industrialists. of the Schneider- 
Creusot group te smash the Labour move- 
ment in Europe. Obvionsly, Herr Strese- 
mann cannot afford to bear a brother of the 
Stinnes type near his throne ; and, if the 
new dictatorship is to bring any relief to 


| Germany, the reign of this powerful man 


must be terminated. Then Herr Strese- 
mgnn must come to terms with the French. 
An official démarche in Paris is long over- 
due, and the sooner the Allies decide 
finally what sums they propose to demand 
from Germany, the sooner that country 
will be able to) stabilise its affairs. 
Finally, Herr Stresemann must negotiate 
a foreign loan. He ig conferring with Dr.

' have opened their new terms and are faced 
| with a grave problem. On the one hand, 


the number of their students continues 


ar fo inorease. At Oambridge there are 


1,480 new entries and the University will 


openings for young graduates séem to 
become steadily iewer. The Home Civil 
Service is closed and the advantages of 
th» Indian Civil Service have diminished 
sadly in recent years. The professions of 
law, .medicine ‘and engineering are over- 
crowded. Improved conditions in the teach- 
ing profession are attracting a larger number 
of men from the old universities, and that 
is an excellent thing for everybody; but 
the openings, even if the elementary 
school is included, are not unlimited. In 
future, no doubt, commerce will claim many 
of the best brains at the universit.es. The 
war has changed old-fashioned notions 
about the relations between learning and 
trade; and headmasters and dons now 
advise the most brilliant product of the 
“Schools ’’ to s¢ek fortune in the higher 
spheres of banking and “big business.” 
Unhappily, the depressed state of trade 
keeps this promising door barred and 
bolted for the present. It is probable, 
therefore, that, while the optimism of the 
newly fiedged undergraduate may be 
justified by the time when he becomes « 
Bachelor of Arts or Science, many of the 
men who are now leaving the English 
universities must look for a living in other 
lands. The decisions. of the Imperial Con- 
ference may have an important bearing | 
on this problem. To-day every university 
has an “appointments board ” which helps 
its young graduates to find their feet in 
the world.” An Imperial appointments 
board, on which the Home Government 
and all the Dominions would co-operate, 
might play a very valuable part in the 
systematic development of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. In the Free 
State this question is not a whit less 
dificult or urgent than it is in Great 
Britain. Our two universities have been 
more than commonly active since the war. 
During the past three years they have 
conferre@ their degrees.on many hundreds 
of young men, and many other hundreds 
arc nearing the end of their college 
courses. What does the Free State offer 
to these young feople, with their brains, 
their education and their fresh and liberal 
outlook upon national affairs—potential 
citizens of the best type? Here, too, com- 
merce is depressed and the professions are 
overcrowded. Unless openings are found 
quickly for these young graduates many 
of them will be forced to emigrate, and 
“education for export”’ will be as much 
the rule under the Free State Constitution 
as it was under -he Act of Union. This 
danger never ought to be absent from the 
Government’s mind. If the best of our 
young men are to be kept at home, the 
Government must make haste to tackle 
the tasks of reconstruction and material 
progress and to settle the disputes which 
arc killing industry. Its forthcoming 
Budget proposals may have no small effect 
on the statistics of emigration for the next 
twelve months, 


General Oglethorpe. 


England has bred a vast number of 
famous men in her time and can be for- 
given if occasionally she forgets them. She 
had quite forgotten General Oglethorpe 
when recently his coffin and that of his 
wife were found in a vault under the 
chancel in the parish church of Cranham, 
in Essex. There was no question ‘that this 
adventurous ‘and broad-minded soldier 
would be lost to history, but he lived 
no longer:in the minds of men. On the 
other side of the Atlantic, however, his 
name—if we may believe Dr. Thornwell 
Jacobs, President of the Oglethorpe 
University, Atlanta, Ga.—lives and is 
revered throughout the three States of 
Georgia, Mississippi and Alabama, which 
he founded under the original title of 
Georgia. Now it is proposed to remove 
his bones from the mother country where 
he lived and died—in every respect an 
Englishman—to the State of Georgia. The 
Vicar and Church Council of Cranham have 
assented to the proposed removal, and it 
seems unlikely that any opposition will 
be raised formally, though much has been 
expressed. The question involved is 
delicate, as all sentimental questions must 
be. If we are to think of the gallant 
General as still having any views on the 
matter, we may conclude that he would 
prefer to stay at Cranham and would find 
little to attract him in the State -: Georgia 
as it is to-day. On the other hand, if it 
be true that his name and memory are an 
inspiration to the Georgians, an. will be 


a still greater inspiration when identified | 


with" his actual remains, that is a good 
reason for sending them across. His grave, 
like that of ‘Drake, “slung between the 
round shot in Nombre Dios Bay,” or of 
Sir John Moore at Corunna, will be “for 
ever England,’’ and his fame, wherever 
perpetueted, will be her fame.

Submarine Volcanoes. 


Submarine earthquakes and yolcanic 
upheavals have been reported by navi- 
gators from time to time during the course 
of the centuries, but anything in the nature 
of scientific investigation of the circum- 
stances surrounding them has been a 
practica] impossibility. The recent ex- 
periences of the two steamers- Manchester 
Brigade-and Lady Brenda, which felt the 
same series of shocks: on September 30th, 
while at a distance of about seventy miles 
from each other in the middle of the 
North Atlantic, and were able to “ com- 
pare notes” by wireless telegraphy, puts 
& new aspect on the matter. The first 
two shocks were felt by both vessels and 
the same time was recorded by each. Two 
additional shocks were felt by the Man- 
chester Brigade, but not by the Lady 
Brenda. This fact indicated that the 
former vessel, which lay .32 West and 1.75 
North of the other, was nearer to the 
locus of the disturbance. According 
to the. Lady Brenda's message to the 
Manchester Brigade, other vessels in the 
vicinity alse sent out wireless messages 
announcing ny had chuas the shocks.

FINE PERFORMANCE BY FREE 
STATE BAND. 


The first of the bands turned out from the 
new Irish School of Military Music received 


an ovation at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, last 
night. The pleasure felt by 


a house ass 
in ev rt was expressed by ite enthusiasm. 
The bone in the Theatre Royal was 
ane of the Fair & on oe 
a a spontaneous tribute 
by Colonel Fritz Braeé, 
the head of the School, and his combination 
of forty instrumentalists. The band gave us 
examples of the works of the great masters. 
In aadition, we heard the little-known gems 
of native music arranged by Colonel brasé 
and a march composed by him in henour of 
General Richard Mulcahy. & 

This is the first flat-pitched military band 
in Great Britain or Ireland. Few high-pitched 
bands could have got out the magnificence 
of the No. 2 Hungarian Rhapsodie so per- 
fectly, whether in the crash of the brasses 
or the dainty trippingness of the reeds. Most 
of the instruments are the very latest pro 
duction of the brains of German craftsmen. 
There is a Boehm flute, four French horns, 
cornets without pistons, and several types of 
German horn. The last-named and the wide. 
billed trombones largely contributed to the 
mellowness which characterised all the work 
of the band. . 

The General Mulcahy March, with which 
the programme opened, abounds in musical 
colour.” The housé clamoured to hear it 
again, and it was repeated at the end. The 
Overture to Tannhauger was, of course, popu- 
lar, but for the reason that it was a magnificently 
finished musical accomplishment. . For one 
thing, a Dublin audience heard what they 
have seldom, if ever, heard—Tannhaser's 
song in the time in which it was written. 
The string effects of the clarinets were 
brilliant, and the richness of tone and absolute 
precision of the brasses and drums were & 
triumph for the conductor. 

Of the Liszt Rhapsodie, it can only be said 
that seldom has anything finer been heard 
from a military band here. The William Tell 
Overture aroused more enthusiasm. The Boehm 
flute and the oboe in the pastorale were de- 
lightful. 

Colonel Brasé’s Irish Fantasy No. 1 was a 
revelation to those who have been used to 
the thin sameness of what have so far passed 
muster as arrTa om of Irish airs. —— In- 
troduced are “The Foggy Dew,” “ Bean 
O'Dwyer," “ Follow me Down to Carlow,” to 
mention only a few, before an astonishing 
climax is reached with “ Let Erin Remember.’ 
The whole piece has all the atmosphere of 
the old Irish airs. 

Dr. Larchet’s “Lament for Youth,” heard 
once or twice in Dublin, was played on Colonel 
Brasé’s arrangement. The composer, who is 
musical adviser to the School, was called on 
to share with the band the thanks of the 
audience. An Irish march of great volume 
and spirit arranged by the conductor com- 

eted the programme. « At intervals, Mr. J. 

Doyle sang with success a number of 

songs, including Harty’s ‘‘The Ould Lad, 
and Larchet’s setting of “The Bard of 
Armagh.”’ 
It will have been noticed that the band 1s 
described as No. 1. The idea, which originated 
with. and ‘was carried through by neral 
Mulcahy, is to train in the School a number 
of similar bands, to be stationed in different 
towns. From those centres they will go out to the 
smaller towns and villages to bring to the people 
their first knowledge of what good music 
really is. In the course of a few years the 
citizens of the most remote parts of the 
Saorstat will have the opportunity of hearing 
Mozart and Beethoven and Wagner, end the 
other immortal masters, as well as tcc native 
airs. 

In a few weeks the School. will be trans- 
ferred from the en, to Dublin for the 
work of preparing at least three bands for 
next summer. 
youths from 15 to 18, all with a keen musical 
ear, have been enlisted for the School.

OPERA SELECTIONS IN DANISH. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Lauritz Mechior, 
the Danish tenor, appeared at La Scala 
Cinema Theatre, and at the conclusion of his 
concert received something of an ovation. 
He. sang arias from ‘* Lohengrin,” “The 
Valkyrie,’ ‘‘ Pagliacci,’’ ' La Boheme,” and 
“La Tosca,” all in Danish. 

In the “ Lohengrin’’ “ Narration,”’: where 
the voice is set to phrases, so lovely in them- 
selves, it was {elt “ the unknown tongue even 
helped one to dwell on the music of the 
singer's note and the delicate orchestral de- 
finition of the Montsaloat- ‘Jeit-motif.’’ 

Mr. Melchior sings, first and always, the 
music; the feeling and compass are there, 
but not obtruded ‘This was to be noted in 
the English songs. The ‘‘La Tosca. arias, 
perhaps, gave most readily Mr. Melchior’s 
truth of pitch in nuances of quick grading 
and contrast, while ‘‘ Your tiny hand is 
frosen ” and “On with the motley’’ might 
serve as models of success in restraint to 
those of our singers who treat them as mere 
emotional outlets. — 

Miss Dorothy Clark sang several songs in a 
contralto of pleasing depth and quality. Her 
Quilter songs were very nice in colour and 
suggestion; and also ‘‘ Meadowsweet,’’ while 
some ''encore numbers displayed both grace 
and humour. 

Mr. T. Earls sang ' Arm, arm, ye brave’ 
with taste and ability. ‘‘To-morrow’”’ did 
not suit his method or voice, which in the 
light, pathos or humour of his recall songs 
was so pleasant. 

The orchestral programme was most enjoy- 
able. The clear tempo and strong rhythmic 
sense of the conductor (Mr. John Moody) 
made the Rossini incidents from ‘‘ William 
Tell,’ the “ Pourréé Yalsant’’; and the 
‘Spanish Bolero,’’ all distinctive and individual, 
The Moussorgsky Overture, ‘‘ Gopak,”’ made 
a simple appeal, while in the Slavonic Rhap- 
sody the strings were heard to good ad- 
vantage. | 

The accompanist was Miss Lucy Leenane, 
who, in Puccini especially, came through a 
heavy programme very creditably.

MILITARY MUSIC. —|- LONDON LETTER. 


GERMANY’S DICTATOR. 
——& ——

The first act of Germany’s new drama 
opened yesterday in the. Reichstag, when 
Herr Stresemann was virtually declareg 
Dictator of the German Empire by an 
almost general vote. It is reported that 
Herr Stresemann @ furious, but 
silent, quarrel with Herr Stinnes just 
before the voting began. The two men, 
with pale faces, tense expressions’ and 
nervous gestures, confronted each other for 
some time, and then Stinnes turned away 
and left the Chamber. After the vote was 
taken the Communist members declared 
that the workers must now arm themselve, 
and declare a general. strike as a protest 
against the new law. Consequently, iú 
would seem that Herr Stresemann will 
have to make his way Against opposition 
from both Capital and Labour. His task 
will be a difficult one, but with strony 
support he may make good. Germany has 
another chance of salvation, but what she 

will do with it nobody can forecast.

or economic, exactly as the needs of the 
moment dictate. It is understood that the 
first move of the Cabinet will be an 
attempted stabilisation of the mark. 
Immediate Difficulties. 

That the new Dictator will be faced 
with immediate difficulties is certain; for 
Bavaria is watching for the moment when 
it can sever itself from the German 
Republic and restore the Monarchy ; and 
Saxony already has declared that it will 
not accept the dictatorship of Berlin. [t 
does seem that the moment is drawing 
near when Germany will once Again he 
split up into small States, just as it was 
before the great German Confederation. 
This is a situation which would give 
France greater satisfaction than anything 
else 
Unemployment. 

It cannot be said that the Prime 
Minister's references to the unemployment 
problem at the»London Guildhall were of 
a very detailed description, but they have 
been discussed with satisfaction during 
the week-end. The charge that the 
Government is ignoring the question has 
been disproved, and it is believed that the 
Cabinet Committee, which has been con- 
sidering the matter during the recess, has 
made extensive inquiries in many different 
directions, which will result in the pro- 
duction of a much more comprehensive 
plan than has been the case hitherto. The 
proposals are believed to be designed to 
assist private enterprise to embark upon 
useful work, in which part of the cost 
will be borne by the Government, which 
will advance loans repayable over a long 
period of years. In any such programme 
the services of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
with his close knowledge of industrial 
affairs and of the financial resources avail- 
able, will be of inestimable value. 


A Railway Scheme. 


One railway company has at last re. 
vealed its plans for easing the unemploy- 
ment situation. The London North-Eastern 
Railway has set out quite a bold pro 
gramme which should. mean a consider- 
able amount. of work for many months te 
come. A number of railway engiries, new 
rolling stock, and several thousand wagons 
are to be built. An expenditure of 
several millions will be incurred in con- 
nection with the overhauling of the per 
manent’ “way. One hundred and fity 
thousand pounds will be spent on building 
new coal stations at North Blyth, and 
exhaustive consideration is to be given to 
the question of electrification of the com- 


pany s suburban lines. 


Domestic Service. 


An unanimous conclusion has been 
arrived at by the committee of women, 
appointed by Sir Montagu Barlow, the 

inister of Labour, to inquire into the 
question of domestic service. In spite of 
growing unemployment among women: and 
girls, the servant shortage continues just 
as acute as ever, and the committee, in 
its report, which is expected to be pub- 
lished during the coming week, will make 
recommendations as to wages, conditions 
of service, and to the n 
the impression that girls who do daily 
work in offites and factories are better of 
than those in domestic service. An in- 
crease in the number of evenings of 
freedom will be recommended, and the ad 
vantages of domestic service as a trainin; 
for future married life will be advocated.

STRESEMANN NOW 
“ DICTATOR.’’ 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The Reichstag has passed the Emergency 
Powers Bill, and Stresemann, enthroned by 
the vote of a surprisingly large majority as 
the “ Parliamentary’’ Dictator of Germany, 
has made public his reply to Stinnes. 

There were 547 Deputies in the Reichsta 
yesterday, but I found my attention Mid 
on one single face. Its arresting pallor was 
emphasised by a black beard, which the owner 
stroked without interruption for half an hour. 
Never should I have expected to find in the 
great Hugo Stinnes a man so obviously, so 
painfully nervous. However, it is clear to- 
day that Stresemann (who owes his victory to 
the Socialists for voting unanimously in ac- 
cordance with a last moment party decree, and 
to the Bavarian People’s Party for abandoning 
their wrecking tactics) had given Stinnes 
something to think about, for on Friday: the 
Chancellor answered. the so-called “ ultima- 
tum ” of the big business barons. 

The full correspondence, issued to-day, 
shows that the famous ten points, when torn 
from their context in the letter from Stinnes 
to the Chancellor last Sunday, assumed an 
unduly dictatorial character, but the sharp 
tone of Dr. Stresemann’s answer indicates 
that he at least regarded them as something 
more than a mere questionnaire. 

Stinnes began by inquiring whether the 
Government wanted to deal direct with the 
Reparations Commission over the new situa- 
tion in the Ruhr, or whether jt would leave 
it to the people on the spot (meaning parti- 
cularly the coal magnates) to negotiate a 
modus vivendt with France. 

Then followed his ten pointe in question 
form. It will explain the situatien best if I 
concentrate on three questions which are 
really vital, and which were originally incor- 
rectly rendered. ; 

I will paraphrase Stinnes’ questions, and 
Stresemann’s replies, giving also one or two 
explanatory notes. 

Sttinnes—Will the Government pay for re- 
quisitioned coal, etc., including loading 
charges, and empower business interests to 
make the best arrangements possible with the 
occupation authorities? If so, we are told 
that the mines, except the few which have 
been taken over by the regie, will be freed 
from occupation. 

STRESEMANN—We are now struggling for 
the bare existence of the German nation. It 
is impossible to finance the deliveries for re- 
parations coal as before. By annulling the 
prohibition of such deliveries we have shown 
our readiness to resume them,when the Reich's 
financial situation permits, which is not yet. 
We cannot give you and yonr friends a 
guarantee of payment for, or replacement of, 
reparations coal, or reimbursement of the coal 
tax payments. On the other hand, we have 
decided to abolish the coal tax, conditionally 
on the lowering of prices in a manner, and 
to an extent, whereof you are aware. 

[It is possible that this blunt statement was 
the foundation for the rumours of Friday 
night about a ‘‘ declaration of bankruptcy.”’ 
The coal trade has decided to cut prices by 
10 to 15 p.c. above the amount of the duty, 
that is 30 to 35 p.c. altogether. ] 

Strnnzs—Shall the Coal Commission resume 
its pourparlers with M. Tirard and General 
Degoutte ? : 

STRESEMANN—You can negotiate, but no 
negotiations can be permitted which affect 
national rights. The Government cannot be 
expected to declare agreement in advance 
with arrangements wherein it has no part. 
The coal syndicate may release quantities 
necessary for the mines to conclude the de- 
livery arrangements which the occupying 
Powers demand of them, but you must avoid 
binding the Government as to the extent 
whereto coal remains in occupied territory or 
goes into unoccupied Germany. This question 
must wait for negotiations between the 
Governments. | 

[In view of this reply, the report that 
Stinnes will not negotiate further. with 
General Degoutte is hardly surprisinz.) 

STINNES—How far is it desired that the 
coal industry should help in the forthcoming

STRESEMANN—The railways are State pro- 
perty, and the representatives of business 
organisations must do nothing to suggest that 
they could have any part in the confiscation 
of the State’s possessions.

The Reichstag has passed the Emergency 
Powers Bill, and Stresemann, enthroned by 
the vote of a surprisingly large majority as 
the “ Parliamentary ”’ Dictator of Germany, 
has made public his reply to Stinnes. 

There were 547 Deputies in the Reichsta 
yesterday, but I found my attention rive 
on one single face. Its arresting pallor was 
emphasised by a black beard, which the owner 
stroked without interruption for half an hour. 
Never should I have expected to find in the 
great Hugo Stinnes a man so obviously, so 
painfully nervous. However, it is clear to- 
day that Stresemann (who owes his victory to 
the Socialists for voting unanimously in ac- 
cordance with a last moment party decree, and 
to the Bavarian People’s Party for abandoning 
their wrecking - tactics) had given Stinnes 
gmething to think about, for on Friday the 
Chancellor answered. the so-called ‘‘ ultima- 
tum ” of the big business barons. 

The full correspondence, issued to-day, 
shows that the famous ten points, when torn 
from their context in the letter from Stinnes 
to the Chancellor last Sunday, assumed an 
unduly dictatorial character, but the sharp 
tone of Dr. Stresemann’s answer indicates 
that he at least regarded them as something 
more than a mere questionnaire. 

Stinnes began. by inquiring whether the 
Government wanted to deal direct with the 
Reparations Commission over the new situa- 
tion in the Ruhr, or whether jt would leave 
it to the people. on the spot (meaning parti- 
cularly the coal magnates) to negotiate a 
modu: vivendt with France. 

Then followed his ten points in quéstion 
form. It will explain the situatien best if I 
concentrate on three questions which are 
really vital, and which were originally incor- 
rectly rendered. 

I will paraphrase Stinnes’ questions, and 
Stresemann’s replies, giving also one or two 
explanatory notes. 

Strnnes—Will the Government pay for re- 
quisitioned coal, etc., including loading 
charges, and empower business interests to 
make the best a gements possible with the 
occupation authorities ? If so, we are told 
that the mines, except the few which have 
been taken over by the regie, will be freed 
from occupation. 

STRESEMANN—We are now struggling for 
the bare existence of the German nation. It 
is impossible to finance the deliveries for re- 
parations coal as before. By annulling the 
prohibition of such deliveries we have shown 
our readiness to resume them,when the Reich's 
financial situation permits, which is not yet. 
We cannot give you and your friends a 
guarantee of payment for, 6r replacement of, 
reparations coal, or reimbursement of the coal 
tax payments. On the other hand, we have 
decided to abolish the eoal tax, conditionally 
o: the lowering of prices in a manner, and 
to an extent, whereof you are aware. 

[It is possible that this blunt statement was 
the foundation for the rumours of Friday 
night about a ‘‘ declaration of bankruptcy.”’ 
The coal trade has decided to cut prices by 
10 to 15 p.c. above the amount of the duty, 
that is 30 to 35 p.c. altogether. ] 

Strnnes—Shall the Coal Commission resume 
its pourparlers with M. Tirard and General 
Degoutte ? 

STRESEMANN—You can negotiate, but no 
negotiations can be permitted’ which affect 
nztional rights. The Government cannot be 
expected to declare agreement in advance 
with arrangements wherein it has no part. 
The coal syndicate may release quantities 
necessary for the mines to conclude the de- 
livery arrangements which the occupyin 
Powers demand of them, but you must avoi 
binding the Government as to the extent 
whereto coal remains in occupied territory or 
goes into unoccupied Germany. This question 
must wait for negotiations between the 
Governments. ” ' 

[In view of. this reply, the report that 
Stinnes will not negotiate further with 
General Degoutte is hardly surprising.) 

STINNes—How far is it desired that the 
coal industry should help in the forthcoming 
transformation of the railway regie into a 
business company? 

Sressmmamne—The railways are State pro- 
perty, and the representatives of business 
organisations must do nothing to suggest that 
they could have any part in the confiseation 
of the State’s ions. 

[As regards the hours of labour, Herr 
Stresemann tells Stinnes that this is a matter 
for legislative decision by the State, and that, 
as he must surely know, legislation is con- 
templated in the immediate future. ]

MacMillan’s speed of 76 miles an hour, but 
could only obtain an average of 74. Mac- 
Millan took the Parnall Pixie in an effort 
to improve his own record, but after doing 
over 82 miles an hour on the first lap had to 
land owing to engine trouble. ; 

The performance of the A.N.E.C. machine 
throughout the week has been marvellous. 
Piloted by James and’ Piercey, it won the 
altitude contest, was joint first with the Wren 
in petrol consumption and second for both 

speed and mileage. On landing from his height 
test Piercey was unable to control-his machine 
owing to the engine having frozen up, and ran 
into the D.H. 55 on the ground, damaging the 
latter’s tail plane. Captain Broad, on the 
D.H. 53, h reviously put up a wonderful 
exhibition of stunting, the tiny machine a. 
ing and rolling in a perfect manner. Flight 
Lieutenant Longton also gave a fine exhibi- 
tion on the Wren, and was loudly cheered by 
the large crowd of spectators. 

Perhaps, the best all-round machine of the 
meeting has been the De Haviland 53, though 
the little Avro monoplane is a very close 
second. The Parnall Pixie should be an ex- 
cellent scout-training machine, and the Wren 
is apparently almost fool-proof. The Duke of 
Sutherland announced on behalf of the Air 
Ministry that an official competition for two- 
seater light aeroplanes will be held next year.

Although zealously guarded by Soviet 
officials, facts regarding a big explosion which 
occurréd recently at the headquarters of the 
Che-ka (Secret Service) in the Neglinny Pros- 
pekt, Moscow, are just leaking out with the 
arrival here of travellers from that city. 

There was a big death roll, anit to 
these reports. The building was used as a 
secret garrison for a Che-ka company whose 
machine guns were always ready to quell any 
uprising. 

The explosion occurred in the basement, where 
a large quantity of hand grenades, ammuni- 
tion, and explosives was stored. A large de- 
tachment of members of the Che-ka was in’ 
the building at the time, and not one is 
believed to have escaped. 

Witnesses say. that the upper two storeys 
of the building rose fifty feet into the air. 
The ruins fell into the street and buried fifty 
pedestrians and wounding eighty others.

CATTLE SHIPPERS’ 
RESOLUTION. 


Failing an agreement between the shipping 
companies.and the dockers in the meantime, 
it is believed that an effort will be made to 
ship cattle from the North Wall towards the 


end of the present week. 

It, is understood that arrangements have 
been made by a committee of the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ and Stock-Owners’ Association for 
bringing the cattle to the lairs at the quay- 
side, and that tho necessary protection h 
been promised by the Government. , 

Instead of delivering an address at Liberty 
Hall as usual yesterday, Mr. James Larkin 
attended a meeting of No. 1 Branch of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
which was held in the Mansion House. Part 
of the business consisted of the election of 
delegates to the All-Ireland Conference of the 


Union. 
The meeting was not open to the Press, and 


none of the officials present would indicate 
what had transpired. 

It is understood, however, that the Go- 
vernment’s proposals for the settlement of 
the dockers’ dispute were amongst the matters 
discussed. Mr. Larkin, Mr. Foran, and others 
gave vigorous expression to their views, and 
there was clearly a difference of opinion as to 
what should be done. In the end the meet- 
ing was adjourned for a week. 

Mr. Larkin has buoyed up the hopes of some 
of the strikers by announcing that he would 
have two boats coming into Dublin for their 
benefit this week, but the majority of the 
men’ would mach prefer a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the strike. 

Branches of the Irish Transport Union have 
been selecteing delegates to represent them at 
the All-Ireland Conference, which is to be held 
on the 18th inst. At this conference the 
whole situation will be reviewed, and a de- 
cision arrived at. Until then no official pro- 
nouncement will be made. 

Dockers at Dundalk, Drogheda, Waterford, 
and Galway who belong to the Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union have 
submitted their views to a conference of that 
organisation which was held during the week- 
end. On Saturday representatives of this 
Union, which incorporates the old National 
Union of Dockers met. representatives of the 
Government at Government Buil-lings. No 
information could be obtained as to the out- 
come of the meeting. 

A meeting of the Employers’ Federation to 
deal with the Government’s proposals has yet 
to take place. 


FARM FIRE IN CO. WATERFORD. 


It was reported in Waterford yesterday that 
Mr. John Hartery, an extensive farmer, re- 
siding at Kilbarry, found one of his large out- 
buildings on fire early on Saturday morning. 
The building, which was used as a stable, 
measured 42 feet hy 18 feet, and was thatched. 
Sparks set the adjoining boiler house on fire. 
Both buildings were gutted. Three sets of 
harness and several valuable farm implements 
were also déstroyed. The damage, which is 
covered by insurance, is estimatéd at £500

"PROMISES 
DEFENCE OF BORDER, 


Sir James Craig completed his tour of 
Fermanagh on Saturday when he visited 
Garrison and the small area which lies 
between Belleek and Pettigo. : 

The village of Garrison is situated on the 
shore of Lough Melvin, adjacent to Free State 
territory, and last year it was attacked on 
several occasions by the Irregulars. 

The people of the district gave the Premier 
a hearty welcome and. he made a brief speech, 
in the: course of which he said that peace 
teigned throughout Ireland, and he trusted 
that they were at the beginning of a pros 
perous era. i 

The people of Garrison held the same posi- 
tion towards Ulster as Ulster held towards 
the Empire. He felt deeply moved when he 
heard of their gallant work on the border, 
of their arduous nights of watching. They 
had their platoon of Special Constabulary and 
their system of defence;.and he could assure 
them that, if necessary, they would have 
twelve platoons and the British Army to help 
them to keép their territory intact. He had 
an arrangement with the Imperial authorities 
that, if the border were attacked, it would be 
defended by British arms; for the border of 
Ulster was the bord*r of Great Britain. 

SACRED GROUND. 

Those across the border had gone on a 
different road and had turned their backs on 
the British flag. The people of Northern 
Ireland were still, thank God, part of the 
Empire; they rejoiced when she rejoiced, they 
bore her troubles and her trials. (Hear, hear.) 
He wished to assure them that no matter how 
dark the clouds might be, no matter what 
rumours were abroad, the Government of 
Northern Ireland would’ stick up for the 
loyalists who lived on the border. 

To him and the other members of the 
Government the borderland always would be 
sacred; and he always would refuse to 
appoint a representative on any commission 
which was set up with the object of taking 
away one sod of their territory, or of re- 
moving one loyalist who wished to remain 
under it from the’ protection of the Union 
Jack. 

Therefore, the people could “carry on” 
with confidence. On the day when anything 
prejudicial to the interests of the people on 
the bogder was attempted, he would resign 
his office, and would appeal to the people and 
ask them to say whether he wae right or’ 
wrong. 3 

Sir James Craig and his party then left for 
Belleek. As the direct road runs for a couple 
of hundred yards through Free. State terri- 
tory, they drove to Roscorr Point, where, 
taking a boat, they cross#d Lough Erne to 
Northern territory. 

BELLEEK’S HOPE. 

At Belleek the Prime Minister was pre- 
sented with, an address of welcome oa a 
specimen of Belleek pottery ware. The ad- 
dress expressed the hope that before long 
the whole province of Ulster would be united 
under the Northern Government. 

Sir James Craig said that, he had been fully 
informed from time to time of their troubles 
at Belleek, and of all the sacrifices they had 
made. They might like to hear it from his 
own lips that they in the. Northern Govern- 
ment had never any idea of deserting the 
people in the outposts like Belleek, ‘and that 
he would never be a party to betraying their 
interests. It was often thought that there 
were reservations in these statements. In his 
case there was none. (Applause.) 

There were two points on which he would 
like to assure the people. They had a certain 
defence force there, and if more platoons of 
constabulary were wanted: they should have 
them. Moreover, if necessary, the artiller 
would be brought back again. The British 
troops were at his disposal for the protection 
of. the border, and he would ‘never see the 
people unprotected from attack from with- 
out. 

Secondly, he would advise them to pay 
little heed to all the rumours that they might 
hear. Whatever might be happening they 
should remember that the Government and 
himself were with them-heart and soul, .

LESSONS OF THE CROP 
: i REF ORTS. | 
THE CRUCIAL QUESTION. 


The Times, in a leading article upon its 
reports on the crops of the year, the list. of 
which it publishes to-day, observes :— 
Altogether, although: the final figures relating 
to the crops are, writes our Agricultural “Cor- 
respondent, as ‘reassuring as the. weather 
would allow, the position and the prospects 
of the future are anything but cheerful. 
Something better than an average yield was 
necessary to make up for the heavy farming 
losses of ‘the last few years. ‘But, after all, 
the weather—which is under the control of 
no Government—is neither the only nor the 
most serious handicap with which the farmer 
has to contend.. Taking one year’ with 
another, he knows what to expect of it, arid 
it is, no doubt, true that growers could put up 
with its vagaries if only they could feel rea- 
sonably sure of getting fair prices for what 
they produce. t is here that the rub is 
felt. - Not even the question of costs of pro- 
duction is to them so important. 

As regards the major part of those costs 
they are as convinéed as the agricultural 
labourers themselves that the scale of wages 
cannot be reduced; they would, indeed, as a 
body, it made higher if 
the, state of markets would permit. But 
as it is, the markets, thanks to the middle- 
man, the competition of cheap imported food- 
stufis, the cost of transport, and various other 
causes, are so depressed that they cannot 
under existing conditions afford to pay their 
men more than théy do. Nor can: they, as 
the deputation which waited last week on 
the Prime Minister informed him, afford any 
longer to raise cereal crops unless something 
is done by the Government for their relief. 
That is the crucial question with which Mr. 
Baldwin is now called upon to deal. It is, as 
we have pointed out: over and over again, 
a question which personally affects not only 
the farmers and their workers, but the whole 
community. On its solution depends the 
country’s future safety.

SIR GEORGE ARTHUR’S DEFENCE 
OF HIM. 


Sir George Arthur,.the biographer, of Lord 
Kitchener, writes, in the course. of a letter 
to The Times :—Mr. Churchill. has evidently 
decided on the policy of casting contumely 
and reproach on colleagues. and subordinates 
who from the silent land can make no, reply. 
He is quite ready to hurt the dead where he 
seems to hesitate to strike at the living. But 
there are points of fact on which it may well 
be ocnsidered that, in order to strengthen 
his story, he suppresses the whole truth. 
Suffice it to cite one instance. In your issue 
of October 11 Mr. Churchill says that “at 
intervals during the next three. months théte 
were actually ordered to the Dardanelles the 
29th Division, two first line ® Territorial 
divisions, the Royal Naval Division and a 
yeomanry division; and from Eg two 
Australian divisions, an. Australian brigade, 
the Lancashire Territorial Division, an Indian 
brigade, and two French divisions; and that 
these troops were available for moving at the 
moment.” The moment of which he 
is: speaking is January, 1915. Of the 
troops quoted, hardly. any were ready 
to take part in a campaign of first-rate im- 
portance. The 28th Division, the reguler 
formation of which preceded the 29th, only 
left for France on January 15, and the 29th 
Division: was still in process of’ formation. 
The second of the Australian Divisions only 
landed in Egypt on January 9, and had re- 
ceived no sort of divisional training. The 
Royal Naval Division was recovering from the 
rude effects of the Antwerp enterprise, and it 
was not until March 4 that the French Govern- 
ment even decided ‘to send any military force 
to the Dardanelles. 

Further, with regard to the delay in sending 
the 29th Division—a delay which did nothing 
to spoil the operation, which is made a specific 
charge against Lord Kitchener—Mr. Churchill 
knows: (and must have known at the time) 
that very early on, the. morning of February 
21 the French Ambassador burried to. Sir 
Edward Grey to warn. him that General 
Joffre had telegraphed that unless for the 
next few critical days the 29th Division was 
kept ready for immediate action in. France 
he would not be responsible for the immonity 
of the line. It will be remembered that the. 
so-called Russian Steam Roller had been sud- 
denly checked by an Austrian attack, and the 
situation was causing the Allied commanders 
the gravest: anxiety.

Mr. Churchill shows in the extracts which follow the 
electrical effect of this success on the then 
neutral Balkan States. In particular, M. 
Venizelos at once offered assistance in any land 
operations on the Gallipoli Peninsula, and Mr. 
Churchill ascribes the withdrawal of that offer 
to the intervention of Russia with conditions 
unacceptable to Greece. 

In the next series of extracts, which we shall publish 
to-morrow, Mr. Churchill shows how the fail of

BALKAN ATTITUDE.

N the Balkans the effect of the naval 
| operations was electrical. The attitude 
of Bulgaria changed with lightning swift- 
ness. 
reports showed that the Turks were being 
forced to move back to Adrianople and de- 
velop their front against Bulgaria. General 
Paget, the head of a special Mission then 
at Sofia, telegraphed to Lord Kitchener on 
March 17 that after an audience with the 
King he was convinced: that ‘‘ the operations 
in the Dardanelles have made a deep im- 
pression, that all possibility of Bulgaria at- 
tacking any Balkan State that might side 
with the Entente is now over, and there is 
some reason to think that shortly the Bul- 
garian Army will move against Turkey to co- 
operate in the Dardanelles operations.”’ 

The attitude of Rumania also became one 
of extreme and friendly vigilance. Russia, 
although she had not previously been able to 
spare more than 1,000 Cossacks for action in 
t Balkans, now offered the fullest naval 
co-operation, and began to concentrate an 
army corps under General Istomine at Batoum 
to participate in what was believed to be the 
impending fall of Constantinople. 


Italy Thinks of 
Coming Ín. 


On March 2 our Minister at Bukarest tele- 
graphed that the Rumanian Prime Minister 


move soon '" had become stronger. ‘* uy 
Russian colleague has twice seen the Italian 
Minister, and while the latter had often before 
spoken to him about... Italy ... joining 
us in the war, his language on the last two 
occasions was more precise than ever before 
and was, indeed, almost pressing. 

“ He spoke of acquisitions on the Adriatic 
coast, and a share in the evential’ partitidn 
of Turkey. . . Italy would have in a month’s 
time an army of 1,800,000 men ready to move.

M. Venizelos 
akes an Offer. 


Most g 23 of all were the effects upon 
Greece. We have seen how on February 11 
M. Venizelos, in spite of his friendship for 
the Allies and his deep desire to join them, 
had refused to be drawn into the war by the 
futile offer of a British and French division. 
But the attack on the Dardanelles produced 
an immediate change. On March 1 the 
British Minister.in Athens telegraphed that 
M. Venizelos ha4 put forward a proposal that 
a Greek army corps of three divisions should 
be sent to Gallipoli. Sir Edward Grey 

mptly replied that H.M. Government 
would gladly accept this aid, ‘and added that 
the Greeks should assist with ships as well 
as troops in the Dardanelles.’ British 
Minister replied on March 2:—‘M. Venizelos 
hopes to be in a position to make us a definite 
ofier to-morrow. . . . He had already ap- 
proached the King, who,’’ added the Minister, 
‘*T learn from another source, is in favour 
of war.” 

On the órd the British Military Attaché at 
Athens telegraphed that :— 

‘* The. view of the Greek General Staff was 
universally that the naval attack should be 
assisted. by land operations. Their plan was 
to disembark four or five Greek divisions at 
the southern extremity of the Peninsula and 
to. advance against the heights east of Maidos. 
Three successive defended positions would 
have to be carried, but Turks could not 
develop large forces owing to lack of space 
for deployment. If simultaneously an attack 
by a separate and sufficient force was ‘made 
against lines of Bulair, either by Fea pre 
troops north of (the) lines or at head of Gu 
of. Xeros, the Turks would have to abandon 
the Maidos region or run risk of being cut 
off.”’. 


If One Step More 
Had Been Made. 


Thus at this moment we had within our 
reach or on the way not only the Australasian 
Army .Corps and all the other troops in 
Egypt, the Royal. Naval Division, and a 
French Division, we had also at least a Greek 
army corps of three divisions and possibly 
more, while a Russian army: corps was 
assembling at Batoum. It would have been 
uite easy, in addition, to have sent the 29th 

ivision and one or two Territorial divisions 
from England. There was surely a reasonable 
prospect. that, with all these lores playing 
their respective parts in a general scheme, 
the Gallipoli Peninsula could even now have 
been seized and Constantinople taken. before 
the end of April. 

Behind ‘all lay Bulgaria and Rumania, 
determined not to be left out of the fall of 
Constantinople and the collapse of the Turkish 
Empire. One step more, one effort more—and 
Constantinople was in our hands, and all the 
Balkan States committed to irrevocable hos- 
tility to the Central Powers. One must pause, 
and with the tragic knowledge of a days 
dwell upon this astounding situation which 
had been produced swiftly, easily, surely, 
by a comparatively small naval enterprise 
directed at a vital nerve centre of the world. 


“A Terrible Fatality

But. now a terrible fatility intervened. 
Russia—failing, reeling~backward under the 
German hammer, with her munitions running 
shart, cut off from her allies—Russia was the 
Power which ruptured irretrievably this bril- 
liant and decisive combination.

appeal on the one hand and this: violent re- 
buff upon the other, King Constantine was 
back and relapsed into his previous 
attitude of hostile reserve? : 

Further advices from the French Foreign 
Office on March 4 stated:—‘‘The Russian 
Government would not at any price accept 
the co-operation of Greece in Constantinople 
expedition. If the Greek Government 
offer co-overation in the Dardanelles expedi- 
tion they should be told that co-operation of 
Greece in the war must be entire, and she 
must give active support to Serbia.”’ 

Our Minister at Athens, the well-informed 
and vigilant Elliot, left us in no doubt of the 
Greek position. ‘‘ To insist on Greek support 
of Serbia.’’ he telegraphed on the 6th, “‘ ex- 
cept in the event of a Bulgarian attack, would 
he to wreck the prospect of Greek co-opera- 
tion with us. . .” 

The British Militarv Attaché telecraphed 
on the 6th:—‘‘My Russian colleague told me 
to-day that he thought Russia would object 
to presence of King of Greece in Constan- 
tinople, and might make a stipulation that he 
did not come a condition of acceptance of the 
present Greek offer.

Mr. Churchill to Sir Edward Grey. 
“ March 6, 1916. 

““ I beseech you at this crisis not to make a 
mistake in falling below the level of events. 
Half-hearted measures will ruin all, and a 
million men will die through the prolongation 
of the war. You must be bold and violent. 
You have a right to be. Our fleet is forcing 
the Dardanelles. No armies can reach Con- 
stantinople but those which we invite, yet 
we seek nothing here but the victory of the 
common cause. 

“Tell the Russians that we will meet them 
in a generous and sympathetic spirit about 
Constantinople. But no impediment must be 
laced in the way of Greek co-operation. 

Je must have Greece and Bulgaria, if they 
will come. I am so afraid of your losing 
Greece, and yet paying all the future into 
Russian hands. If Russia prevents Greece 
helping, 1 will do my utmost to oppose her 
having Constantinople. She is a broken 
Power but for our aid, and has no resource 
open but to turn traitor—and this she can- 
not do. 

“Tf you don’t back up this Greece—the 
Greece of Venizelos—you will have another 
which will cleave to “Germeny.”’ 


More Vehement 
Effort Needed. 


I pub this letter aside till thegnext meriting, | 
and in the morning there arrived the follow- 
ing laconic telegram from Athens —** The 
King having refused to agree to M. Venizelos’s 
proposals, the Cabinet have resigned.” — . 
I put my letter away unsent, and print it 
now not in any reproach of Sir Edward Gre 
or the Foreign Office. They felt as we did. 
They did all in their power. But I print & 
because it registers a terrible moment in the 
long struggle to save Russia from her foes 
and from herself. 
While the attention of so many States, 
reat and small, was rivetted upon the 
Derdeaslien, and while so many profound and.

gation of salmon. As the capture of 
salmon with rod and line is the greatest of 
all sports in fresh or salt water, so is he him- 
self iu his life and habits one of the greatest 
of all the mysteries of fish life known to 
humanity. 

Of his life in the sea we know little beyond 
the estabiished fact that the salmon lives well 
and grows rapidly; it visite our rivers in 
great numbers, inning with the early 


& wets in 


all fish ent¢ring, and only t 
during the weekly “ close time” 
water to afford sport for the angler and food 
for his table. iú the salmon escapes all the 
lures offered to him and the ravages of the 
poachers who, during the spawning months, 
take the helpless gravid fish—whose flesh is 
almost poisonous—with fork and gaff, he may 
succceed in the object’ of his life. When the 
spawn are hatched they are the prey of the 
eel, the perch and ys while in fresh water. 
In the sea, to which they pass at two years 
old, how many enemies they meet nobody 
knows; but the worst enemy is the lewd 
her who seeks them in the spawning 
os and to the depredations of these gangs 
it should he possible, with the resoarces at 
the disposal of our home Government, to put 
a perpetual stop. i 
i venture, however, to differ from you in 
the suggegstion that this is work for the 
Civic Guard. The evil is of too long stand- 
ing to be easily eradicated, and it is safe to 
say that the men who undertake the work 
must be prepared to take risks, and an un- 
armed force. might be at a disadvantage in 
dealing. with them. . 
Given fair protection st spawning time, 
there is practically no limitation, save space 
and oxygen, to the development of the salmon 
industry. Thoy come to our shores bringing 
a mine of wealth. As the salmon eats 
nothing .in fresh water, so it makes no 
demand. on the resources of either lake or 
river, no matter how great their numbers 
may. be, for food or sustenance. Its cost is 
absolutely nil. Now is the time for our

I wonder if this is the case? That the matter 
could be arranged in a less irritating and more 
satisfactory way goes without saying, as it 
has already been done in the case of Land 
Stock, though I am informed that this will 
not be done when the next dividend becomes 


ue. 
I fully agree with your correspondent that 
the double tax will drive those individuals, 
who can ne up and go, out oí the country, 
and far from being an incentive towards in- 
vesting in any coming Free State loan, it can 
only act in the reverse direction, as it is caus- 
ing suspicion and mistrust in the fiscal policy 
‘of the Government, pactoalatns as at present 
the public are absolutely im the dark as to 
what that policy is. nder existing condi- 
tions one would expect the Government to try 
to foster confidence and trust and avoid 
creating irritation and suspicion. That the

WOMEN IN THE WORKERS’ 
MOVEMENT. 


There was a large attendance of women at 
the night meeting of the Catholic Truth 
Society Conference at the Mansion House, 
when an address was delivered by the Rev. 
J. O’Kelleher, Waterford, entitled ‘The 
Catholic Woman in the Labour Movement.” 

The chair~was occupied by Sir Joseph 
Glynn. 

Father O'Kelleher, in the course of his 
paper, seid that one could not call attention 
to even the most glaring defects and scandals 
of existing industrial conditions without find- 
ing himself denounced in some quarter as an 
apostle of Communism, á id and 
Anarchy. And on the other hand, to venture 
to question the wisdom of the policy or tactics 
of the Labour organisation was to expose 
oneself to be pilloried as an apologist of ex- 
. ploitation, usury, and oppression of workers. 
Their aim should be, if possible, to get behind 
the controversies which divided them as 
employers and employés to the common 
interests which united them as citizens of a 
eommon. country, and “find therein inspiration 
for co-operation and’ mutual assistance. 

The words. of the great Encyclical of Pope 
Leo XIII. were just as true of Ireland as of 
any other country, that “a small number of 
very rich men have been able to lay upan the 


little ‘better than slavery | itself Those of 
them who were engaged in any of the charit- 
able or social enterprises for which Dublin is 
go justly famous. required no arguments from 
him to be convinced of the existence af 
oppressive conditions, which produced chronic 
poverty with all the squalor which naturally 
attended it. He did not wish to be taken 
es trying to place the responsibility for these 
conditions on any one particular class among 
them. No individual and no class could 
properly be held responsible for existing con- 
ditions, but as citizens every one of them 
shared a responsibility for allowing them to 
continue longer or in a more aggravated form 
than was inevitable. If the bour move- 
ment was unwisely led in Ireland, perhaps it 
was because some of them, who were very 
wise, would not help to direct it. 

DEFECTS IN LABOUR MOVEMENT. 

It was not difficult at this stage of its 
history to point to defects and faults in the 
Labour movement. In the first place, it had 
been too rigidly sectional, apparently under 
the mistaken notion that any section of society 
ouuld be sufficient for. itself, and making it 
diticult, if not altogether impossible, to secure 
suppcrt and cQoperation from other sections. 
Many of them, no doubt, would find it hard 
to dissociate. the nation from Labour unions, 
from continually recurring strikes and violent 
partis ip. -From what he had been able 
to gather about women workers, he believed 
that their own ~ disposition was to avoid 
strikes as far as possible, although at times 
they had not been able tc resist the forces 
which had driven them unwisely to extreme 
measures. Of Women Workers’ Union 
in a he knew that it was their great 
ambition’ to settle their disputes with em- 
“a gCo ‘by peaceful and friendly mediation, 
end that, in the vast majority of cases, they 
had been highly satisfied with the results.

WORKERS AND THE NATION. 

The explanation of the blindness of many 
workers to the real interests of the nation 
was to be found, in part at least, in the fact 
that the workers could not perceive that their 
own fate and fortune was bound up with the 
fate and fortune of the-country. In time, 
with help and encouragement, and with a 
‘sense of success if things went well with 
them, the women of the Labour movement 
would gradually come to learn how closely 
their own well-being was associated with the 
well-being of the country in general...
